TO ENGLAND IN THIRTY. FIVE 
DAYS 

lo our yesterday's issue, wc did liltle more I 
than allude to tho important t[UB8tion of direct j 
■team communication with Panama. An the 
matter will doubtless shortly coma up before ! 
both Houbos of the Legislature, we think the I , 
■ubjeot requires moro than a moroly casual | iTlI". C» 
notice, at our heads. The facta which His 
Excellency (iovsrnor Konuedy placed buiore 
the Legislative Council on Thursday are snf- 
icient in themselves to force upon the inhabi- 
tants of both Vancouver 1 1 land and British 
Columbia the necessity of taking up the 
question in an earnest and energetic manner ; 
■when we conple, however, with these state- 
ments, other faots that hove boon recently 
brought before us in connection with the 
noD-arrival of our Knglislt matin, we feel that 
it would be superfluous to allude to the du- 
airability of immediate action. Whatever 
may hava been the cause of the detention ol 
our letters — whether gross carelessness or 
studied neglect at the Isthmus, or an equal 
culpability in the San Francisco postal de- 
partment — it is pret.y clear that our only es- 
capa from this diaagreeable aod injurious 
dspondence is in the establishment ol a Hnt- 
ish line from Panama. Our mail-bags may 
lie at the Isthmus, as they have lain in 
tiroes past, ttutil three or four successive 
trips make the accumulation ol mail mat- 
ter SO great a nuisance thai the bags are 
knockedjabout as so much rubbish . but 
we have uo remedy in our hands. Mail 
bags may be lost, as they have been on 
many occasions during the past lew years ; 
bat we have limply ts " grin and bear it 1 
When we look upon the carriage ol our let- 
ters ia its true light — when we think that the 
non-arrival of a single note may be ruin aad 
desolation tp families — may be bankruptcy 
or loss of credit to the merchant or man of 
business — wo begin to realize the danger 
socially and commercially of irregularity ; 
aod insecurity in the transmisjlun ol the 
mail. 

There are other advantages, however, em- 
braeed in a direct line of travel besides ro- 
jularily and Bfcurity. With the present 
means of communication the average length 
of time absorbed in tho transit of a letter 
from Kngland to this colony ii over fifty 
days. Had we direct steam communication 
to connect with the West Indian line the 
journey could be performed easily in thirty- 
five, moking a saving of fifteen days. The 
quickest trips that are made under the pres- 
ent arrangement cannot bo put down under 
forty-two, and they are so very exceptional 
tkat it is scarcely worth while to reeoul the 
faet. In the majority of cases the English 
mail to Vancouver Island, owing to tho days 
of departure of the Northern steamers be- 
isg regulated more to evade Hie Panama 
boat than to connect with it, n detained 
itl 9an Francisco for periods varying 1 
from a week to ten days. This is riiin- j 
ply disgraceful, and a community | 
with the commercial ambition o! our own, 
shows but a poor energy to allow the evil to 
exist, without taking the first step towards its 
removal. It is true our moans ar..- limited, 
and the largest sum we could afford to offer 
aa a subsidy would he in uself insignificant ; 
but as we hava always shown, English in- 
terests are even more involved in the estab- 
lishment ol a line ol British steamers thai) 
those of Vancouver Island, and we firmly be- 
lieve if our Legislature took proper steps to 
place the matter in its true light before the 
Homo Government, that the next financial 
statement of the Chancellor ot the Exchequer 
would inelude a subsidy tor a line of steamers 
from Panama to Victoria. The n mutiny 
alluded to by us yeoterdny demanded a sub- 
sidy of £50,H0U a-year ; hot at there was no 
bargaining about the tnatlor. we believe 
JC40.000 would be gladly accepted. Ol 
course, we shall have to make sacuficee , but 
we believe ii our inhabitants fully appreciated 
the benefits of direct communication with 
Kngland, they would be willing to go to the 
utmost in providing the ways aud means. 
Our present 4 1 2,000 is little better than 
throwa away upon the Culilornian steamers, 
for it ensures us nothing. On the uthoi hand, 
besides having regular, safe and speedy com- 
munication for our mail matter, an additional 
link would be coustruoted in the chain 
which connoctt us with the mother country 
aod immigration which has for some 
lime been under a oloud, would, by tuis in- 
creased travelling facility, obtain a desirable 
impetus. Tho soriouj drawback and ex - 
pense which are at present experienced, hj 
passengers en route for these col nies, in the 
lengthened stoppage! at Shu Francisco 
would be avoidatl. aa would also those inllu- 
eiiccs which have always been at work in 
California to deter tho passengers from 
continuing their journey north. Wo do not 
know how the people or Government of 
Hrilish Columbia foul on this question , 
but it needs no argumcni in prove that they I 
are, in the matter, equally interested with 
ourielvoH. [(they are willing to vote £9000 
for tho comparatively speaking small advan- 
tage of direct communication with San Fran- 
cisco, how much mora eager should they In- 
to contribute to this national ns well as colo- 
nial project. Both colonies combmod might, 
we think, propose to give £10,00(1 a year , 
tho British Government would see in such an 
offer an earnest desire to oo-oporate with it 
so far as our small revenues would go, and 
would, wo feel assured, pay the reimtiuder ol for S»le by 
the subsidy.
